Elections in limbo, decision this Friday

A Monterey County Superior Court 
judge will hear a student grievance 
Friday on the invalidation of the May 
5-6 general elections. 

The suit ad the elections were the 
high points of the May 19 governing 
board meeting. 

The elections were invalidated by 
Jose Madrigal, dean of student 
services, because there were 545 
registration signatures for 549 votes 
cast. Madrigal never tallied the votes 
for individual offices. 

Chicano candidates, who were 
confident they. had taken most of the 
11 oftices by landslide, argue that the 
four extra ballots aren’t the basis for 
the invalidation, however. They claim 
that Madrigal doesn’t want to see 
Chicano students in office. Madrigal 
denies.that charge. 

Chicano candidates of the election 
won the first round of the suit when 
Judge Nat Agliano issued a 
restraining order to trustees, ordering 
them not to destroy the ballots of the 
aborted election. 

The restraining order also banned 
the administration from tallying the 
May. 21 election ballots until the

court rules on the previous election. 
Dean of Student Services Jose Madri- 
gal indicated the turnout for the 
second election was lighter. “That's 
all | can tell you about it, though,” 
he said. 

At the May 19 board meeting, 
chairman Allen Caldeira said that 
trustees’ hands were tied. ‘We have 
been issued a temporary restraining 
order by the court, and we cannot 
comment on the proceedings now in 
litigation,” he said. 

Trustees, however, did declare that 
new elections are scheduled for May 


21 and would be under the 


supervision of the dean of student 
services — Madrigal.

In addition to the new elections, a 


‘polling booth will be set up at east 


campus, after much student urging. 
Trustees intended to have only one 
booth which would have been in the 
board room. 


Daniel Bautista, treasurer of the 
associated students of Hartnell 
College senate and one of the 
plaintiffs in the case against the 
school, said, ‘It’s too bad this had to 
happen, but the board did not listen 
to us before. They’re listening now.” 

“lf the (four) ballots made a 
difference in the (outcome of the) 
election, then by all. means, 
invalidate it,” said ASHC President 
Martha Pacheco, another plaintiff. 
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The hearing will be May 29 at 9:30 
at the county courthouse. 

The board also: 
— Heard a first draft of the 1981-82 
budget presented by Dr. Victor Wm. 
Willits, dean of management 
services. Hartnell will face up to a 
$75,000 budget deficit next fiscal 
year, he said. ‘I strongly recommend 
some belt tightening...the reductions 
are not going to made to the 
satisfaction of everyone,” Willits 
said.

Deadline for new Cinco de 
Mayo Scholarships May 29 


Another deadline, May 29, is set for 
applying for Cinco de Mayo 
scholarships, and you still need only 
have a 2.0 grade point average to be 
eligible. 

One thousand dollars worth of 
Cinco de Mayo scholarships will be 
awarded in increments of $500, $300 
and $200. 

The Academic Screening , 
Committee, headed by Financial Aids 
Coordinator Betty Macias, will 
determine the eligibility of 
candidates based on the following 
criteria: 


— Service to the community. 

— Participation in campus and/or 
community organizations and 
associations. 

_ Demonstrated 
qualities. 


leadership 


— Academic excellence and/or 
potential. 


In addition, the scholarships. are 
available to either full or part time 
students, either continuing at 
Hartnell or transferring, who have a 
GPA of 2.0 or above. 


The screening committee has eight 
members and is comprised of 
students, faculty and classified 
personnel. Macias can vote only if 
there is a tie. 

Previously, there was a criterion of 
service to the Chicano community to 
be eligible for the scholarships. Thus, 
they didn’t get the approval of the 
financial aids office, said Macias. 


Macias says the deletion of that 
criterion “...was done to-make the 
scholarships open to more students.” 


Campus hosts Chicano meeting

About 1,500 students and 
community members attended the 
second annual Hartnell College 
Chicano Conference held May 15-17. 

Conference workshops focused on 
issues concerning. the Chicano 
community and its changing needs 
and roles in society. The three-day 
event was sponsored by the Salinas 
Californian in conjunction with 
‘Hartnell College. 

The variety of workshops included 
“The Media and. the Chicano 
Community”, “Chicano Studies: 
iFullfilling the Needs of the 
‘Community”, and “Chicano Youth: 
Coping With Prejudice.” 

On Saturday. and Sunday, 
workshops were combined with the 
Migrant Education Conference. Many 
workshops were bilingual. 

In one workshop, a film entitled 
“La Chicana” was shown. Featured 
speaker at the presentation was the 
film’s director, Sylvia Morales. 

Morales, a UCLA graduate with a 


master’s degree in film, made the film 
because she wanted to emit a new 
image of Chicanas. 

_ “We have bought the myth that we 
are second class. We have to struggle 
with ourselves and take the courage 
to criticize men when they try to keep 
Chicanas in passive stereotypes, she 
said. 

The half-hour film is based on a 
slide show by Anna Nieto-Gomez. It 
deals with the history of ‘‘La Chicana” 
in Mexico and the United States. 

Chicana ‘role models are 
recognized and praised in the film for 
‘daring to break stereotypes and 
succeeding in non-traditional roles. 

Despite the success of the film, 
filmmakers like Morales are not 
rolling in money, she said. In fact, she 
ran out of money before completing 
the film and used ‘equipment from 
UCLA to finish it. 

Other conference activities 
included a Quetzalcoatl dancer’s 
performance, luncheons, dinners and 
a teatro performance. 
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Editorial: No press relations this year 


We're ending the year with this editorial on press 
relations. We now realize it should have been our 
first. 

The fact that some peaple simply don’t like us, 
contributes heavily to a prevailing tight-lipped 
attitude on campus. 

That attitude has made collecting some 

information a real chore over the course of the 
year. 
We’re not talking about press releases on 
concerts or scores from basketball games. Rather, 
information which is public; thus, that which’ we 
are obligated to print. 

Here are Some examples: 

First, this year the Sentinel has repeatedly asked 
the ASHC Senate — twice in writing — to supply 
agendas at least 24 hours before a meeting and 
minutes following meetings. This is not an unusual 
request. It’s within any member of the public 
right’s. 

Also, we realize that all students can’t attend 
senate meetings, yet they have the right to know 
what is being discussed. And as a_ student 
newspaper we are obligated to apprise students of 
their business. ; 

However, we have yet to receive a single agenda 
or copy of minutes from our student leaders this 
year. 4 
In fact the senate has been unable to provide us 

with minutes to several meetings at later request. 

We believe the senate has at least circumvented 
open meeting laws, which state the public’s 
business is to be discussed in front of the public. 
We question any piece of legislation discussed or 
passed in a public meeting of which there is no 
record. 

Second, Jose Madrigal, dean of student services 
and adviser to the ASHC Senate, has on two 
occasions delayed student election results. Those 
results are public information and are to be 
disseminated upon tabulation. 

While we were putting together our last issue, for 

_ example, we extended our deadline two days for 

Madrigal to provide the unofficial tally of the 

student body elections. 

But we received only a vague press release which 


said the elections had been invalidated because . 


the number of ballots didn’t equal registration 
signatures — nothing more. 


But what really rankled us is that there were. 


students on campus who knew the unofficial tally; 
yet, they weren’t talking. And many were student 
body officers.

Lastly, Dr. Gibb R. Madsen, Hartnell 
superintendent-president, told a reporter on 
deadline to submit any questions in writing. In 
essence, he was telling us we couldn’t print the 
administration’s side of the story until the next 
issue, which was three weeks away. 

It’s common. knowledge that Madsen and most 
members of the ASHC Senate don’t like us. It’s 
been said they rate us somewhat lower than horse 
dung. We have unduly attacked and pursued them, 
they maintain.

If reporting the truth constitutes that, then we 
are guilty. 

But the point remains: personal feelings have no 
place interfering with an obligation to the press — 
therefore, the public — when a person heads a 
school or an organization purports to represent an 
entire student body. They, like us, are obligated to 
students. 


Yet, this year, they’ve done a sorry job of holding 
up their end of the deal.

Larry Elder, dean of instruction, 
agreed with the superintendent. ‘We 
have some very exciting teachers.

For the fourth year in a row, Hartnell’s rodeo 
team will take the top honors in the West Coast 
Region even if they don’t travel to Reno for the 
final competition. With a total of 2247 points, they 
are more than 1000 points ahead of any other team 
in the region. e 


Hartnell’s 420 points were picked up with a 
second place win in the 12th Annual Hartnell 
Intercollegiate Rodeo, which was held May 15 - 17 
at the Hartnell College Arena. Cal Poly-San Luis 
Obispo took the first place honors in the 
competition with 430 points. : 


Vance Avery captured the second place All- 
Around Cowboy award by taking first place in 
bareback riding and third in bull riding. Bob Sailors 
and Mike Davis took second and third respectively, 
e in the bareback riding competition. 

Brian Rosser took fourth in saddle bronc riding 
and second in steer wrestling.

Budget cuts may 


Budget cuts will affect Hartnell 
next year, but just how is not yet 
known, say school administrators. 

Hartnell will face up to a $75,000 
budget deficit for the next fiscal year, 
and the areas to be cut haven’t been 
determined, said Dr. Victor Wm. 
Willits, dean of management 
services. 

“| strongly recommend some belt- 
tightening. . .the reductions are not 
going to be made to the satisfaction 
of every one,” he said. 

Among the services’ that could be 
cut are financial aid, E.O.P.S. and 
student services.

funding has been set for next year and 
it is still not known just where the 
cuts will be.” 

The Veterans program is one of 
many programs Madrigal is 
concerned with. Veterans 
Coordinator Bernie Salgado may lose 
his job if Hartnell doesn’t pay his 
salary. The program that pays 
Salgado has been cut drastically. 

“It’s easy to eliminate a job but you 
still have the 500 veterans here and 
no coordinator to help them,” 
Madrigal said. 

Hartnell also provides funds for 
several community agencies such as 
Sunrise House, Crisis House and 
Project Soledad. Madrigal said, “We 
won't be able to provide them with 
what they need because we have to 
take care of our own (students) first.” 

Enrollment . creates budget 
problems, too. Hartnell receives state 
money to defray costs. The amount 
of money received depends onthe 
number of students attending. 

If enrollment decreases, the state 
penalizes the college by taking away 
part of the funds. If enrollment 
increases, a greater amount of money 
is received but not enough to cover 
full costs. 

Other programs funded by the 
school, such as Extended

Opportunity Program Services 
(EOPS) must be “looked at 
carefully”, Madrigal said. Hartnell 
pays the salaries of the director, the 
secretary and other staff members. 
Money that now goes to aid 
handicapped students would be used 
to pay staff members which means 
less money for students. 

Betty Macias, financial aids 
coordinator, said the cuts will ‘not 
eliminate programs but will mean 
there is less money to work with while 
there are more people applying.” 

The amount of educational aid a 
student can receive is based on his 
eligibility. For example, to receive a 
Pell Grant (formerly BEOG), a 
student in a family of four was 
eligible for aid if family income was 
less than $25,000. Budget cuts would 
lower the eligibility fo $20,000. 

Macias said the eligibility decrease 
is “unfortunate because there are so 
many people who qualify and want to 
attend. We’ll have to be more 
selective and avoid abuse by asking 
fordocumentation.” 

“We will begin to feel the effects 
next year,” said Madrigal, “unless 
Hartnell uses its own money to 
maintain the status quo. If that’s the 
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strike deep at Hartnell 


case, then the following year, things 
will get tough.” 

Is there anything that can be done 
to ease the difficulties budget cuts 
will cause? 

The state and community are in a 
financial crunch themselves and it is 
doubtful either can help make up lost 
federal funds. 

Tuition or fees could be charged 
but neither Macias or Madrigal 
foresee this. ‘‘That’s a little ways 
down ‘the road for a community 
college,” Macias said. “| think the 
administration is just looking at 
possibilities and they want to avoid 
that as much as possible.” 

“If you charge fees, then the state 
subtracts that from money you’re 
already getting,” Madrigal said. 


If positions are eliminated, such as 
the veterans coordinator, then 
Madrigal thinks some jobs could be 
structured to serve other colleges 
along with Hartnell. 


“1 can’t single out any unnecessary 
costs,” Madrigal said. “We're going 
to have to look at what we’re doing 
now so that we won't continue to 
single out anything unnecessarily to 
do what we ought not to be doing.”
